At} Clamaticn. And We do hereby Pzomiſe and Declare, That ail ſuch 
2 Scamen as either have alrcady ſince the Fiftcenth: of J:inuary laft 
ie UGluntarily Entred themſelves, oz ſhall, befoze the Twentieth ok 
March next, Uoluntarily Enter themſelves with a Commiſſion oz 
= Warrant Officerof any of Their Ma jeſties Ships, oz with a Juſtice 
d of Peace oz Chief Magiſtrate of a Cozpozation, to Serve on Board 
 ...+  _ _- any of Their Majeſties Ships of the Firſt, Second 02 Third Rates, 
oz of the Fourth Rate of Sixty Guns and upwards, and ſhall acually appear on Board the 
Ship foz Which they ſhall ſo Enter themlelves by the Second of April next, and whoſe Entry, 
as afozcſaid, ſhall appear by Certificate under the hands of the Juſtices cf the Peace oz Chict 
Magiſtrate, oz by the Paths of the Dfficcrs cf the Ships with whom they ſhall be Entred, (hall 
Receive a Months Pay as Pur Fre Gift and Royal Bounty, Which ſhall be Paid them befoze 
the reſpective Ships to Which they belong ſhall Sail. And We do hereby Command and UBe= 
quire the ſaid Seamen to Repair on Board the reſpective Ships cn which they ſhall ſo Enter 
themſeivee, and give their Coaſtant Attendance, foz fitting cut to Sea ſuch Ships as each of 
them do belong unto. And We are allo Ezacioufly pleaſed to Declare, That Conduct⸗Monep, 
accoꝛding to the Pꝛactice of the Navy, (hall i kewiſe be Allowed to ſuch able Seamen as ſhall 
Uoluntarily Enter themlelves on Board any of Our ſaid Ships, accozding to the true mean- 
ing of this Dur Royal Pzoclamation. And foz the pzevention of any Deceits and Abules that 
may happen by any Perſon oz Perſons leaving the Ships to which they belong, and Entring him 
oz themſelves on Board any other of Our ſa.d Ships, as afo:cſaid, in Oꝛder to the Obtaining 
of the Bounty-Money herein befoze Gzanted, Te do hereby likewile Direct, Declare and Com⸗ 
mand, That fuch Scamen, belonging to any of Dur Ships oz Ueſſels whatſcever, as (hall leave 
any of the Ships oz Ueſlels to which they belong, and Enter themſelves on Board any other of 
Our Ships, in Oꝛder to the Obtaining of the ſaid Bounty-Money, ſhall not on!y loſe the Ma⸗ 
ges due to them in the Ship, which they ſhall ſo leave, but alſo be ſeverely Puniſhed according 
to their Demerits.
